It prevents druggists from selling 
liquor, except upon written application, 
which must be recorded in a public 
book. 
Under no circumstances can 
they sell by the drink or mix liquors 
with soda water, or any other beverage, 
to be drunk on the premises. 
The bill 
passed by three votes. 


LANSING, Mich., April 20.—The su- 
preme court to-day filed an important 
decision on the liquor law. 


It is in effect that beer, brought into 
the state, is made part of the property 
of the state and is subject to the tax 
levied on all local manufacturers of the 
article, no matter whether sold in the 
original package or not.

Easter has been appro- 
priately 
t e r m e d 
t h e 
"queen of festivals," 
It 
has been observed from 
the 
foundation of 
the 
Christian religion, and is 
celebrated in every part 
.of the Christian 
world 
with great solemnity and 
devotion. 


The flower deoorations 
oí the Koman.of the Eng- 
lish, and of the American 
churches on Easter bay 
excel those of any other 
nation; 
but the 
home 
amusement of preparing 
the Easter egrg has not yet become universal 
and is not nearly as pretty as the nest- 
hunting as described In our Easter story. 
Again, the gathering of wild flowers for an 
Easter oflf.'ring, which is practiced every- 
H hore in the southern part of Europts and 
which our poem "Forget-me-not" so beau- 
tifully describes, is certainly an admirable 
idea. 


A few years ago the writer had the pleas- 
ure of preparing an Easter egg hunt at a 
young ladies' academy on the Hudson. 
It 
was a bright cold day. and all that nature 
eould afford for decoration were branches 
of iibor-vita and a few of arbutus. 
These 
were quickly woven over flne wire into 
delicate little nests, then eggs were blown 
out by the dozen and on each a pretty 
Easter greeting was written and was tied 
into the nest with white satin ribbon, to 
which was attached a prettily decorated 
Easter card in the form of a cross. After 
the nests had been welU'once.iled in every 
nook and corner of the building, the young 
ladies were invited to begin their hunt. 
While they were rummaging a rustic table 
was laid, that is, instead of a cloth it was 
spread with green branches. 
On these 
were placed eggs, prepared in every con- 
ceivable . manner. 
There 
were 
boiled, 
scrambled, fried, broiled, poached, steam- 
ed, baked, pruned, scalloped, curried, and 
pickled eggs. In the center was a huge 
log cabin built of Easter cake cut in strips. 
At each plate was ii cordial invitation that 
the one who hiwl been fortunate enough to 
llnd a nest was entitled to a seat. 


Now the inn began. Many had found two 
or three, others had not found any; the 
latter wore not entitled to seats at the table, 
and the former were not willing to give 
them the prizes demanded. 
Finally they 
agreed that the unsuccessful Diana should 
pay a dime for her nest; thus the nests 
were equally distributed and about one dol- 
lar and lifty cents was collected for the 
poor. 
After thi refreshments the young 
ladies danced the gorman and had a gen- 
eral good time, and they unanimously de- 
clared that they had never known Easter 
ioys before. Wo w^ill close this description 
by giving our readers a few hints for color- 
ing Eiister eggs: For bright red. boil them 
in cranberry juice; for bright yellow, boil 
them with onion skins; for blue or purple, 
use the juice of preserved plums or biack 
cherries; for brisrht tureen, wrap them in 
spinach leaves. The old-fashioned method 
of boiling them wrapped in bright calico is 
very satisfactory. 


A peculiar Easier custom is still in voguo 
in the North of Englattd. On Easter Day 
the men parade the streets, with the priv- 
ilege of "lifting" every woman" they meet 
three times from the ground and demand- 
ing in payment either a kiss or a sixpence. 
On Easter Monday the tables «re turned, 
the women being entitled to the chance of 
recovering their kisses or their sixpences, 
as 'the case may be. 


Chambers' "liook of Days" thus alludes 
to this custom of lifting: "In Lancashire, 
and in Cheshire,Staffordshire and Warwick- 
shire, and perhaps in other counties, the 
ridiculous custom of 'lifting,' or 'heaving.' 
is practiced. 
On Easter Monday the men 
lift the women, and on Easter Tuesday the 
women lift, or heave, the men. 
The process 
is performed by two lusty men or women 
joining their hands across each other's 
wrists; then, making the person to be 
lieaved sit down on their arms, they lift 
him up aloft two or three times, and often 
carry him several yards »long the street. 
A grave clergyman who htmpene l to be 
passing along a town in Lancashire on 
Easter Tuesday, and having to stay an hour 
or two at an inn. was astonished by three 
or four lusty women rushhig into his room, 
exclaiming they had come to ' lift him.' 


"•To lift me!' repeated the amazed di- 
vine; • what can you mean ? ' 


"'Why. your reverence, we've come to 
lift you. 'cause It's Easter Tuesday.' 


"'Lift me because it's Easter Tuesday? 
I don't understand. Is there such a custom 
here ?' 


" ' Yes. to be sure: all us women was lifted 
yesterday, and us lifts the men to-day. 
And in course it's our rights and duties.' 


"After a little further parley, the reverend 
traveler compromised with his fair visitors 
for half a crown, and thus escaped the 
dreaded compliment."

The aetiology or causes of diptheria 
are numerous.

of a strong and healthy constitution. 
UnfavoraWe sanitary surroundinsrs, a 
lack of proper and sufficient food, insuf- 
ficient clothiug and frequent exposure 
to the wet and cold are among the pre- 
disposing causes of this disease.

Begins She Marries a Cherokee Indian- 
Wild rife of Crime. 


E L L E 
STARR, 
, who m e t a v i o- 
lent death in the 
• I n d i a n Territory 
^ n o t long ago, was 
the most remark- 
able 
woman who 
ever figured in the 
liistory of border 
outlawry. Her life 
reads like a page 
from a work of fic- 
tion. 
Wedded iu 
girlhood to a dash- 
ing 
Captain 
of 
Quantrell's c u t - 
throat band, and 
associated all her 
life with murder- 
ers, train-robbers, 
and horse-thieves, 
she became a dan- 
gerous and governing power on the 
border that made her a terror to offi- 
cers and well-doing people. 
She was 
naturally handsome and graceful, a 
daring horsewoman, a crack shot Avith 
the revolver and rifie, and as lx)ld and 
fearless as a tigress. 
For a dozen 
years her home at Y^ounger's Bend, near 
Eufala, was the rendezvous and hiding- 
place of the worst desperadoes of tli»^ 
West. 
Jesse James sjjent six weeks 
there once Avhile officers were searching 
the country for liim. 


But Belle did not owe her fame to 
mere association with thieves. 
She 
herself i)lanned and led daring raids, 
and it -^vas sui)posed that she knew 
more about the criiel murders that 
were of such frequent occurrence near 
her home than anybody else. 


Belle 
always 
dressed 
])laiuly, 
but 
wherever she went herdashinu; ap])ear- 
ance in tiie saddle attracted so 
much 
attention that she Avas a marked woman. 
A broad-brimmed white Jiat, 
such 
as 
is con:ij)(iJily 
worn 
by 
cowboys, 
sur- 
mounted by a Avide, Ijlaek plush band. 
Avith leatliers and ornaments, gaA'e her 
an a])})earance of saucy 
independence. 
Avhich Avas heightened by the 
bristling 
display f>f guns and revolvers tliat al- 
Avay.s s-.vnng from the 
saddle or slioul- 
der. 
.S]je Avas of n m l i u m heiijlit. Avith 
a good 
iorm, and 
uright, 
intelligent 
blac-k eyes. 


She disliked neAvsjjaper notorif^ty, 
and but tV-AV rP))orters Avere ever suc- 
cessf'.il in learning the history of her 
eventful c areer from her own lips. She 
claimed that newspapers had done her 
a gross injustice once. 


Belle Avas l>orn in Carthage, Mo., 
thivty-forir years ago. 
In 
IHt»:} her 
father. AVIIO Avas a Confederate, moved 
Avitli Lis family to Texas, Avhere they 
continued to live after tlie close of the 
Avar. 
After the surrender Quantrell's 
men tîocked doAvn to the vicinity of 
Belle's home, and they Avere always 
Avelcome guests at her father's liome. 
as he k)ve<l to listen to their stories of 
murdf r and pillage. 
Sh(> fell in love 
Avith C(>le Younger, Avho Avas one of the 
most ilaring of all the guerillas, and 
though her father objected tothec(mrt- 
shii>, she ran aAvay Avith her lover and 
Avas jiiarried to him on horseback. John 
Fislier. a famous Texas stage robber, 
held her horse Avhile the ceremony Avas 
being performed. 


Less than six Aveeks after the mar- 
riage 
Younger l)ecame involved iu a 
gun tiiilit, Avhich ended in four men 
losing their lives, and he had to run 
aAvay to Missouri, leaving his Avife be- 
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life. 
He loved bis 
wife as passion- 
ately as a man of his natnre could love 
anybody, and be was really ambitious 
to make a good home for her and sur- 
round her with such rough luxuries as 
she desired. 
But his past record de- 
feated his ambition. 
He had enemies 
everyAvhere, and they were unceasing 
in their persecutions. One day a party 
of men killed his brother, a 
about 
seA-enteen years old, while he was re- 
turning to his father's farm from Se- 
. dalia. 
Cole Younger, as soon as the 
j ueAvs of the tragedy reached him, 
! abaudoned his farm and set out to 
j wreak A'engeance on the assassins. 
He 
killed four of them in as many Aveeks, 
and Avounded five or six others. 
He 
Avent to Los Angeles, Cal., where he 
remained for some time, and then re- 
turned to Texas. 
From Texas he re- 
turned to Missouri, where he joined his 
fortunes with those of the lawless 
James gang, and he pai-ticipated in all 
their daring raids, doAvn to the one on 
the Northfield, Minn., Bank, when he 
was shot and caiitiired. 
He is now 
serving a life sentence iu the Minnesota 
penitentiary at Stillwater. 
His Avife 
was true to him to the moment the 
iron gates of the i)ri.sou close<l behind 
him. 
She spent a large sum of money 
iu his defense, and accompanied him 
to StillAvater, heavily armed, iu the 
vain hope that she might effect his re- 
lease, and failing in that she returned 
to the border to resume the career 
Avhich her husband had tried in A'ain to 
shun. 
She spent the most of her time 
among the Indians, frequently joining 


Avild tribes that were on the Avar-path. 


She subsequently married Jim Starr, 
a son of Tom Starr, a noted Cherokee 
Indian, aud Avith }ier daughter settled 
on a farm on the Canadian RiA-er, ljut 
she did not get along Avell with her 
neighl)ors, Avhom she Avould not alloAv 
to hunt on her premises. 
She and Jim 
Starr, AVIIO Avas shot down by her side 
tAvo years ago, once served a term of a 
year in the prison at Detroit for horse- 
stealing. 


Bell Starr Avas known throughout the 
SoutliAvest as the "Bandit Queen," and 
her extraordinary career of crime fully 
entitled her to Avear the title. 
The fol- 
loAving extracts from a journal kept by 
her Avill be read Avith a g r e a t e r degi-ee 
of interest than usually attaches to re- 
citals of stage-coach 
robberies, 
mur- 
ders, and all manner of border crimes, 
for they were Avritten by a remarkable 
Avomau 
and illustrate 
a phase of life 
the existence of Avhich is almost im- 
l)ossible of 
l)elief. 
She 
Avas a Avell- 
educated Avoman, and onlv a feAV davs 


])rior to her violent death perfected the 
revision of her journal 
Avith a vieAV to 
its publication iu book form. 


One of her most interesting entries 
is that giving the particulars of the rob- 
l)erv of Wat (iravson, a Creek Indian 
liviiig near Eufala, I. T.. of S34.000, 


A v h i c h high-lianded outrage she aceoni- 
l»lished iu the fall of 1874 
Avith the aid 
of her "husljand," a man named Read, 
but A v h o s e name she rarely assumed. 
She tells this story in the following 
language: 


"Read and myself arrived in Eufala 
on the 14:th day of November. 
On 
reaching there Ave met Avith one of the 
Quantrell gang named Tom Ro])erts. 
He told us he hatl struck a l)onanza in 
the jterson of Wat (h-ayson, Avho had 
concealed upon his i)remises a large 
sum of money belonging to many of 
the Creek citizens, AVIIO had made him 
their l)anker. 
AVe set out next morn- 
ing and on our route stopped at the 
Younger Bend. 
This Avas the first 
time tliat I ever belield the beautiful 
spot I have since fixed upon as my 
home. 
After changing clothes with a 
Chei'okee youth anil assuming as much 
as possible the guise of a COM IJOV, Ave 
started for the (irayson rancli. 
I Avas 
chosen as s])okesman for the band and 
commenced by knocking *jn the door. 
Soon there came an ansAVfir from with- 
in. 
A minute later and the old Creek, 
Avithout any susjucion, threAv open the 
door, and right then and there Roberts 
seized him by the Avaist. 
He offered 
no opposition aud Ave Avere soon inside 
the house. 


A white man and a negro living on 
the premises, hearing the unseasonable 
sound of voices, entered from the rear. 
The former was armed with a pistol, 
but before he had stepped two paces 
Read felled him with a blow from his 
44-Colt's. 
Down he went like a beef. 
The negro was placed upon his knees, 
with hands above his head and plead- 
ing for dear life. 
Mrs. Grayson, the 
proprietor's wife, stampeded*^ all her 
lung powers in her efforts to stir up 
the neighborhood, but I soon silenced 
her by placing the cold muzzle of my 
pistol against her forehead. 


"The next move was to persuade 
Grayson to give up his treasure, which 
we found a rather difficult task. 
Bead 
finally suggested a rope, which, being 
procured, was placed around the old 
Indian's neck and thrown over a rafter 
in the building. 
After tugging and 
jerking at the rope for some time 
(which unpleas&nt duty devolved upon 
me), the old man at last consented to 
disclose the hiding place. 
Crossing 
the room, he moved a table which 
overlaid a wolf-skin rug, beneath which 
rug was a trap-door leading to a deep 
cellar. 
Throwing the door open he 
descended, accompanied by one of my 
men, and returns in a few minutes 
with two oyster cans full of gold pieces. 
A second journey develop^ a rusty 
kettle full of gold coin, and a third 
three large bundles of greenbacks. 


"As soon as the old Indian had given 
np.his treasure he walked b«ck to the 
roM aiid oatdbing the noose in bis bftnd 
said: 'Now joa bime me, irbite nan, 
mtokfj all fone.' 
morning on 


ever, wiih the Austin and San Anto- 
nio stage, which was accomplished by 
herself and linsband without any as- 
sistance. In April, 1872, growing tired 
of Dallas society, she sold her piano 
and buggy and rejoined her husband, 
who had l ^ n following the profession 
of highwayman for many years. 
She 
gives in her journal the following ac- 
count of the stage robbery: 


"We were camped in Woolfolk's yard 
in San Marcos when I heard a Uttle 
school-boy remark to his fellows: 
'Let 
us play robbers and pretend to rob the 
mail pouch that runs through here to- 
night.' The suggestion was good enough 
for Read and myself, who had not 


shared in any adventure for nearly a 
month. 
At sundown we took the mail 
route and ro<le for five miles, droi)ping 
into a creek Iwttom close to the road. 
As the mail coach passed Read caught 
the bridle of one of the horses and 
halted the team. 
While he was dis- 
arming the driver I went round to the 
door and entered with a draAvn pistol. 
One of the passengers, a young man 
who considei'ed himself inA-incible, said 
he wouldn't throw up his hands for any 
AAoman; hearing which I pulled my 
second Colt's (I always carry one on 
either side) and struck him a swing 


bloAV on the temple; doAvu he went. 
Read had come to the rescue by this 
time and though there were five pas- 
sengers Ave plucked them to the pin- 
feathers. 


'"Old Bishop Gregg Avas in the coach 
and gave up his Avatcli and $40. 
To 
him Ave returned his effects, as we 
knew he Avas i?oor and Avithout 
income 
])eyond the charity of his congregation. 
W e found three jdstols among the pas- 
sengers Avhich they Avere too cowardly 
to make use of. 
Taking Avith us the 
mail 
sack 
Ave 
finally 
fastened 
the 
traces, got the driver into his seat, aiul 
bid a farewell to the occupants of the 
stage coach. 
On counting the i)rofits 
of 
this little adventure 
we found 
a 
credit balance of S25,0(M)." 


Belle Starr's journal, from the kill- 
ing of Xicols, the Sheriff of Dallas 
County, 
till the day of her death, 
abounds in incidents of a sensational 
character. 
Among the most novel of 
these is her adventure in Bonham. 
Texas, Avhere, disguised as a man and 
carrying al)Out her person a large sum 
of money, she Avas Avas forced to sleep 
Avith Judge Thurmau, afterAvard Mayor 
of Dallas City. 
The Grayson robbery 
Avas committed five days before this 
event, and the guests of the liotel Avere 
busily 
talking 
about 
the 
bandit 
queen 
and 
her remorseless manner 
of dealing 
Avith 
the 
jjroperty 
of 
others. 
Judge 
Thurmau, 
AVIIO 
had 
at 
one time 
procured her acquittal 
on a certain charge, maintained that 
h(i Avould knoAv her in any disguise. 
But this conceit subjected 
him to 
shameful ridicule on the 
folloAving 
morning, for as it so ha])pened the 
hotel Avas full and Belle, for lack of 
room elseAvhere, Avas forced to sleej) 
beneath the same coverlet Avith the 
criminal laAvyer. 


After an early l)reakfast and liaving 
saddled her horse, 
she 
sent 
upstairs 
for Jud'ie 
Thurmau, 
Avith the an- 
nouncement that the "bandit 
queen" 
Avas awaiting him on si)ecial 
business. 
After some he.sitation the Judge a])- 
])eared and, approacliing his late 
bed- 
feJloAv, iuipiired for Belle Read. 


•"Ccmie out to the gate," said the 
daring Avoman, '"and I AVOI SIIOAV her to 
you." 
Turning suddenly as she laid 
one hand on her saddle, she said, 
"Fool, look right into my face aud you 
Avill see Belle!" 


The Judge Avas dumfounded. 
" G o home," said she, " a n d 
tell 
the 
folks that 
you have had the honor of 
sleeping Avith Belle Read, the bandit 
queen." 
^Vith these Avords the plucky 
Avoman 
leai)ed 
into 
her saddle 
and 
struck AvestAvard like a bhie streak. 


Among the many amusing incidents 
of Belle's career her journal contains 
none more laughable than the follow- 
ing : 
A friend of hers, a poor preacher 
of the Methodist Church, residing at a 
small A'illage in Dallas County, Texas, 
was ill one Sunday and unable to at- 
tend to his congregation. 
Belle, who 
was always supplied with disguises as 
well as a consummate amount of cheek, 
undertook'to take his place in the pul- 
pit, which she did in such a manner as 
to deceive everybody, both as to her 
sex and personal identity. 
She was 
not even recognized by her own rela- 
tives, several of whom were present 
during the service. 
After her sermon 
she went around with the box and col- 
lected $25. 
One of the church mem- 
bers who was known to be both wealthy 
and stingy, handed her a five-cent piece, 
saying that he had no other change 
less than $10. 
"I will change it for 
you," said she, and she did so, handing 
liim back the five cents and retaining 
the $10. 
In like manner she collected 
quite a respectable sum for the old par- 
son, and leaving the church by the 
back door left the money at his house 
and changed her clothes so rapidly that 
she was enabled to meet the congrega- 
tion on their way homeward. 


Belle's light with a panther on "Nan 
nia" Greek, in the Choctaw Nation, is 
not the least interesting feature of the 
journal. 
As she was prospecting on 
the above-mentioned water course, in 
company with her daughter Pearl, and 
B 
anning out small particles of gold, a 
ttle after sundown, a panther leaped 
on the back of her horse, which was 
tied to a tree close by. 
Drawing hra 
pistol, she immediatW|rftdTanoed to the 
resene. 
After wounding the animal 
and rendering it fnriotis, her pistol 
liikd io pertodi Vdi duty, and alw wits 
UH ft* ^ 
M ^ ^ 
itebnite. 
She 
did^ Aoly hom^mt,, Imm Imt pttaiwi« of 


murderer, and lastly, a man named 
Jones, whom she disposed of near San 
Diego, Cal., for ruining a young orphan 
girl who had been p l a i ^ in her clurge 
b^ the deceased's parents. 
Of these 
killings none of the evidence was suf- 
ficient to convict her, and she was not 
supposed to be implicated iu the kill- 
ings of either Jones or Linn. 


Belle Starr met a tragic death. While 
riding a lonely road she was assassin- 
ated by an unseen enemy, who had am- 
bushed himself in a thick growth of 
scrubby timber which skirted the high- 
way. 
A charge of buckshot struck the 
left side of her head and neck. 
The 
position of the body would indicate that 
she instantly gi-asped her Winchester, 
but the plunging of her horse threw 
her from the saddle, and she soon died 
with the rifle firmly grasped in her 
hand. 


Dressed in men's clothes, riding in a 
man's saddle, and armed with a brace 
of formidable revolvers. Belle 
Starr 
has raided, caroused, and participated 
in every known form of outlawry, 
prevalent in the Indian Nation. 
She 
rode perfectly, shot with great skill, 
and withal Avas a well-educated and ac- 
complished woman. 
She leaves one 
daughter, named Pearl Younger, 
a 
beautiful girl, possessing her mother's 
fire and her father's reckless crimin- 
ality. 
Belle's intentions were to com- 
mence the publication of her journal 
about this time, but death prevented 
her per.sonally giving to the world the 
records of the strangest and most no- 
torious woman of the present century.

E S M E R I Z E D 
sensitives do not 
see any of the ob- 
jects or people in 
the room except 
the operator, or 
hear anything ex- 
cept 
his 
voice. 
They cai be made 
apparently c o g - 
nizant of their surroundings only by 
having their attention explicitly called 
to them by the operator. 
Even then 
they generally see imaginary objects 
only. 
Their eyes are open and their 
sight appears to an oculist entirely 
normal, but there is no co-ordination 
of the faculties. 
If I introduce "agen^ 
tleman,V they treat him as such; if I 
introduce him as "a young person,'* 
they Avonder whether he is a lx>y or a 
girl, and are liable to address him as 
either. 


Mesmerism is as perfect an amesthetic 
as ether, and as harmless as water. 
Any mesmerized jierson can at once, 
by a single stroke of the hand, be ren- 
dered totally insensible to pain, and can 
haA-e a tooth drawn, a cataract remov- 
ed, a cancer cut out or an arm cut off 
Avithout feeling the 
slightest jjain. 
This has been so often demonstrated 
that amputations frequently take place 
under 
its 
intiuence in 
the Paris 
hospitals, and it is successfully em- 
¡doyed in obstetrics. 


It is quite erroneous to snpjjose that 
the conduct of the responsive is direct- 
ed in detail by the oijerator. 
He only 
suggests the general line of thought, 
and each responsive jjursues it accord- 
ing to his own knoAvledge, experience 
or prejudices. I say to my responsives, 
for instance, that I have a wonderfully 
educated cow Avith seA-en heads. 
They 
all want to see it. 
I call their atten- 
tion to the imaginary stable door near 
by: they look toward it, and Avhen I 
snap my fingers they all see a seven- 
headed cow enter.

JoBt a year ago the ladiea of the three 
Presbyterian ohurohes of this city met 
together and deoid^ to send to the 
Women's Presbyterian Board of Foreign 
Missions of the northwest, about to meet 
in Freeport, HI., an invitation to hold 
their next annual meeting in this city.

The untimely death of Capt. F. W. 
Dawson, editor of the Charleston, 
(S. 
C.) News and Courier, 
at the hands of 
Dr. T. B. McDow, of that city, removes 
from the field of Southern 
journalism 
one of its shining lights—a 
man who 
was popular, not merely in a social 
sense, but, with his 'large, 
progressive 
ideas and marvelous energy, one who in 
his work and person was a type of the 
New South. 


Capt. Dawson was, like many gener- 
ous men, hot headed and 
impetuous— 
sometimes imperious. 
Men of strong 
executive ability rarely brook opposi- 
tion, and he was one of them. 
An in- 
cident illustrates this trait in his char- 
acter, and it has a bearing upon what 
has been written. 
In the early days of 
reconstruction a paper was established 
in Charleston known as The 
Repuhli-' 
can. 
Its editor, Myron Fox, had grad- 
uated from the New York Tribune, 
and 
was as brave as he was brainy. 
He re- 
alized that he was a "stranger in a 
strange land," yet with a conscience 
alive to the issues of the hour, he fought 
on against desperate odds. 
Among his 
bitterest antagonists was Capt. Dawson, 
then just beginning to edit the Charles- 
ton News. 
Between the two men it 
was every day "give sind take." 
At 
last something was said in The 
Repub- 
lican 
that provoked Dawson to more 
than usual 
wrath, 
and with cane in 
hand he went to the offending editor to 
demand that he should either apologize 
or take a whipping. 
The 
Republican 
man, on the occasion of the call, was 
sitting at his desk writing an editorial. 
When he saw the threatening stick he 
coolly told Dawson to put it down or he 
would throw him out of the window. 
In a second more the two men Avere 
clinched. The stout youpg Northerner, 
lifting his visitor from tlie i floor with as 
much 
ease as an 
athlete handles 
a 
I dumb-bell, carried the Captain where 
he said lie wotxld—to the window—and 
remarked: 
"I don't want you to apol- 
ogize, and I don't want to drop you; but 
will you stop quarreling ?"

was 
so much determination 
in the words 
and method 
of the man that Dawson 
quietly said "Yes," apologized like the 
gentleman he was, and thereafter the 
two editors became 
very 
resjiectful 
friends.—Sunny 
South.

At the Brooklyn Tabernacle last Sun- 
day, after expounding the passages de- 
scriptive of the world as it shall be 
when gospelized. Dr. Talmage gave out 
the hymn: 


People and realms of every tosgae 
DweU on his love with sweetest song. 


Text, Revelations 
zix, 
4: 
"Amen; 
Alleluia." 


The nineteenth century is departing. 
After it has taken a few more steps, if 
each year be a step, it will be gone into 
the eternities. 
In a short time we shall 
be in the last decayed of this century, 
which fact makes the solemnest book 
outside the Bible the almanac, and the 
most suggestive and the most tremend- 
ous piece of machinery in all the earth 
the clock. 
The last decade of this cen- 
tnry upon which we shall soon enter 
will be the 
grandest, mightiest, 
and 
most decisive decade in all the chrono- 
logies. 
I am gluvl it is not to come im- 
mediately, for we need by a new bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost to prepare for it. 
That last ten years of the 
nineteenth 
century, may we all live to see them! 
Does any one say that this division of 
time is arbitrary? 
Oh, no; in other ages 
the division of time may have been arbi- 
trary, but our years date from Christ. 
Does any one say that the grouping of 
ten together is an arrangement arbi- 
trary? 
Oh, no; next to the figure seven, 
ten is with God a favorite number. Abra- 
ham dwelt ten years in Cuanan. 
Ten 
righteous men would have saved Sodom. 
In the ancient tabernacle were ten cur- 
tains, their pillars ten and their sockets 
ten. 
In the ancient temple were ten 
lavers and ten candlesticks and ten ta- 
bles and a molten sea of ten 
cubits. 
And the commandments written on the 
granite of Mount 
Sinai were ten, and 
the kingdom of God was likened to ten 
virgins, and ten men should lay bold of 
him that v/as a Jew, and the reward of 
the greatly faithful is that they shall j ^y 
reign over ten cities, and in the effort 
to take the census of the New Jerusalem 
the number ten swings around the thou- 
sands, crying "ten thousand times ten 
thousand." 
So I come to look toward 
the closing ten years of the nineteenth 
century with an' intensity of interest I 
can hardly describe. 


I have also noticed that the favorite 
time in many of the centuries for great 
events was the closing fragment of the 
centurv. 
Is America to be discovered, it 
must be in the last decade of the 
fifteenth 
century, namely, 1492. 
Was free con- 
stitutional government to be well es- 
tablished in America, the last years of 
the eighteenth century must achieve it. 
Were three cities to be submerged by 
one pitch of scoriro, Herculaneum and 
Strabise and Pompeii in the latter p^art 
of the first century must go under. 
The 
fourth century closed with the most 
agitating ecclesiastical war of history. 
Urban the Sixth 
against Clement the 
Seventh. 
Alfred the Great closes the 
ninth century and Edward Ironsides the 
eleventh century with their 
resounding 
deeds. 
The sixteenth century 
closed 
with the establishment of religions in- 
dependence in the United Netherlands. 
Aye, almost every century has had its 
peroration 
of 
overtowering 
achieve- 
ments. 
As the closing years of the cen- 
turies seem a favorite'time for great 
scenes of emancipation or disaster, and 
as the number ten seems a favorite 
number in the Scriptures, 
written 
by 
divine direction, and we are soon 
to 
enter upon the last ten years of the 
nineteenth century, what does the world 
propose? 
What 
does the church 
of 
Christ propose? 
What 
do 
reformers 
propose? 
I know not; but now in the 
presence of this consecrated assembly I 
propose that we make ready, get all our 
batteries planted and all our plans well 
laid in what remains of this decade, and 


notlneed the millennium to 
i 
ear 3889, that would be ih) hindranee. 
n one sense Oed never changes His 
mind, being the same yesterday, t o - d ^ , 
and forever. 
But in another sense 
fie 
does change His mind and times without 
number every day, and that is when His 
people pray. «Didn't He change 
His 
mind about Nineveh? 
By God's com- 
mand Jonah, at the top of his voice, 
while standing on the steps of the mer- 
chants' 
exchange and the palatial resi- 
dences of that city, cried out, "Yet forty 
days and Nineveh shall be overthrown. 
Was it overthrown in forty days? 
No. 
The people gave up their sins and cried 
for mercy, and though Jonah got mad 
because his whole course of semions 
had been spoiled and went into a 
dis- 
graceful poating, we have the record so 
sublime I cannot read it without feeling 
a nervous chill running through me, 
"God saw their works that they turned 
from their evil way and God repented of 
the evil that He had said He would do 
unto them, and He did it not." 
God is a 
father, and some of us know what that 
means, and some time when we have 
promised chastisement and the child de- 
served it, the little darling has put her 
arms around our neck and expresses 
such sorrow and such promises of doing 
better that her tears landed on the lips 
of onr kiss, and we held her a half hour 
after on our knee and would as soon 
think of slapping an angel in the face 
as of even striking her with the weight 
of our little 
finger. 
God is a father, and 
while he has 
promised 
this 
world 
scourgings, though they were to be for 
a thousand years or five thousand years, 
he would, if the world repented, sub- 
stitute benediction 
and divine caress. 
God changed his mind about Sodom six 
times. 
He had determined on its 
de- 
struction. 
Abraham asked him if he 
would not spare it if 
fifty 
righteous 
people were found there; and, 
narrow- 
ing down the numer, if forty-five people 
were found there; if forty people; if 
thirty people; if twenty people; if ten 
people were found there. 
And each of 
the six times the Lord answered yes. 
Oh, why didn't Abraham go on just two 
steps further and say if five be found 
there and if one be found there, 
for 
then for the sake of Lot, its one good 
citizen, I think Sodom would have been 
spared. 
Eight times does the Bible say 
that God repented when he had promised 
unishments and withheld the stroke. 
I >Vasita slip of Paul's 
pen when he 
spoke of God's cutting short the work 
in righteousness? 
No. Paul's pen never 
slipped. 
There is nothing in the way 
of prophecy to hinder the crusade I have 
proposed 
for the last decade of the 
Nineteenth century. 


The whole trouble is that we put off 
the completion of the world's redemp- 
tion to such long and indefinite dis- 
tances. 
The old proverb that "what is 
everybody's business is nobody's busi- 
ness," might be changed a little and be 
made truthfully to say what is the Gos- 
pel business of all the ages is the Gos- 
pel business of no age. 
We are so con- 
stituted we cannot get up much 
en- 
thusiasm about something five hundred 
years from now 
or a thousand 
yetirs 
from now. 
We are fighting at too long 
a range. 
That gun called the 
"Swamp 
Angel" was a nuisance. 
It 
shot 
six 
miles, but it hardly ever hit anything. 
It did its chief destructive work when it 
burst and killed those who were setting 
it off. 
Short range is the effective Kind 
of work, whether it be for worldly or re- 
ligious purpose. 
Some man with 
his 
eyes half 
shut 
drones out to me the 
Bible quotation: 
"A thousand years are 
as one day;" that is, ten centuries are not 
long for the Lord. 
But why do you not 
quote the previoiis sentence, which says 
that one day is with the Lord as a thou- 
sand years? 
Thsit is, he could do the 
^ork of ten centuries 
in 
twenty-four 
hours. The mightiest obstacle to Chris- 
tian work is the 
impression 
that 
the 
world's evangelization is away off. 
And 
we take the telescope and look on and 
on through centuries until we see two 
objects near each other and we strain 
our vision and guess what they are and 
we call great conventions to guess what 
they are, and we get down our heaviest 
theological works and balance our tele- 
scope on the lid and look and look and 
finally conclude that they are two beasts

though we thought that when Macau- 
lay's 
famous New 
Zealander

the 
far distance is seated on a broken arch 
of London bridge sketching the ruins 
of St. Paul his grandchild might break 
in and jolt his pencil by asking him if 
he thought the millennium ever would 
appear. 
Men and women of the eternal 
God! 
Sons and daughters of the Lord 
Almighty! 
We may have it start in the 
decade that is soon to commence and it 
will be done if we can persuade the 
people between now and then to 
get 
ready for the work. 


What makes me think it can be done? 
First, because God is ready. 
He needs 
no long persuasion to do His work, for 
if 
He is not willing that any should 
perish. He is not willing that any of the 
people of the next decade shall perish; 
and the whole Bible is a chime of bells 
ringing out, "Come, come, come," 
and 
you need 
not go round the earth to 
find how much he wants the world 
to 
come, but just 
to walk around 
one 
stripped and bare and leafless tree with 
two branches, not arched, but horizontal. 
But He is waiting, as He said He would, 
for the co-operation 
of the 
church. 
When we are ready God is ready. 
And 
He certainly has all the weaponry ready 
to capture this world for the truth, all 
the weapons of kindness or devastation. 
On the one hand the Gospel and sun- 
shine and power to orchardize and gar- 
deuize the earth, and fountains swing- 
ing in rainbow and Chatsworthian ver- 
dure and aromas poured out of 
vials 
of Heaven, while on the other hand He 
has the weaponry of devastation, thun- 
derbolt, and confiagration and forces 
planetary, 
solar, 
lunar, 
stellar, 
or 
meteoric, that with loose rein thrown on 
the neck for a second would leave con- 
stellations and 
galaxies so many split 
and shivered wheels on the boulevards 
of Heaven. 
And that 
God is on our 
side, all on our side. 
Blessed be 
His 
glorious name! 
Blessed was the hour 
when through Jesus Christ my sinful 
soul made peace with Him! 


If you continue to ask me why 1 think 
that the world can be saved in the final 
decade of the nineteenth 
century, I re- 
ply because it is not a great undertak- 
ing, considering the number ot workers 
that will go at It, if once persuaded it 
can be done. 
We have sifted the five 
hundred million of workers down to 
«four hundred million and three hundred 
million and two hundred million and 
one hundred million and to fifty mill- 
ion. 
I went to work to cipher out how 
many souls that number could bring to 
God in ten years, if each one brought a 
soul erery year, and if each soul so 
brought should bring another each suc- 
c e s d i n ^ s a r . 
I found out, aided by a 
I ^ f e s s o r in mathematics, that we did 
not need a^^hing like «uch a nunriber of 
workers enfistsd.

that when I sifted the 
fire

million nominal Christians of the earth 
down to flfty million and stopped there, 
I retained fOr this work 
forty-seven 
million people too many. 
There it is in 
glorious mathematics, quod erat demon- 
strandum. 
Do you tell me that God 
does not care for mathematics? 
Then 
you have never seen the Giant's Cause- 
way where God shows Hig regard for the 
hexagouial in whole ranees of 
rocky 
columns with six sides and six sngles. 
Then yon have not studied the geom- 
etry of a bee's honeycomb with six sides 
and six angles. 
Then you hare not 
noticed what regard God has for the 
square; the altar of the ancient taber- 
nacle four square, the breastplate four 
square, the 
court of the 
temple in 
Ezekiel's vision four square, the New 
Jerusalem laid out four square. 
Or you 
have not noticed His regard for the cir- 
cle by making it His throne, "sitting on 
the circle of the earth," and fashioning 
sun and moon and stars in a circle and 
the whole universe sweeping around the 
throne of God in a circle. 
And as to 
His regard for mathematical numbers. 
He makes the fourth book in His Bible 
the Book of Numbeis, and numbers the 
hosts of Israel and numbers the troops 
of Sennacherib and numbers Solomon's 
hewers in the forest and numbers the 
spearmen, and numbers'nie footmen and 
numbers the converts at Pentecost and 
numbers the chariots of God rolling 
down the steps of Heaven. 
So I have a 
right to enlist mathematics for the de- 
monstration of the easy possibility of 
bringing the whole world to God in the 
coming decade by simple process of 
solicitation, each one only having to 
bring one a year; although I want to 
take in forty thousand and I know men 
now alive who I think, by pen or voice, 
or both, directly or indirectly, will take 
hundreds of thousands each. 
So you 
see that that will discharge some of the 
2,754,375 from the necessity of taking 
any. 


Another reason why I know it can be 
done is that we may divide the work up 
among the denominations. 
God does 
not ask any one denomination to do the 
work or any dozen denominations. 
The 
work can be divided and is being divided 
up, not geographically but according to 
the temperanients of the human family. 
We cannot say to one denomination. 
You take Persia, and another. You take 
China, and another, You take India, be- 
cause there are all styles !of tempera- 
ments in all nations. And some denomi- 
nations are especially adapted to work 
with people of sanguine temperament or 
phlegmatic 
temperament 
or 
choleric 
temperament or bilious temperament or 
nervous temperament or lymphatic tem- 
perament. 
i'he Episcopal Church will 
do its most 
effective work with those 
who by taste prefer the stately and 
ritualistic. 
The Methodist Church will 
do its best work 
ampng the emotional 
and 
demonstrative. 
The 
Presbyterian 
Church will 
do its best work among 
those who like strong doctrine and the 
stately service softened by the emo- 
tional. 
So each denomination will have 
certain kinds of people whom 
it will 
especially 
ett'eet. 
So let the work be 
divided up. 
There are the seven 
hun- 
dred and fifty thousand 
Christians of 
the Presbyterian Church, 
north, 
and 
other hundreds 
of thousands 
in the 
Presbyterian 
Church, 
south, and 
all 


because we hsTe already the 
theological institutions necessary for 
this work. 
We do not have to build 
them; they ar* built and tbey are 
filled 
with tens of thousands of young men 
and there will be three sets of students 
who will graduate into the ministry be- 
fore the close of this century, and once 
have them understand that instead 
of 
preaching thirty or forty years and tak- 
ing into the kingdom of God a few 
hundred souls, right before them is the 
Sedan, is the Armageddon, and these 
young men, instead of entering 
the 
ministry timid and with apologetic air, 
will feel like David who came up just 
as the armies were set in array and he 
left his carriage and shouted for the 
battle and cried: "Who is this uncir- 
cnmcised Philistine that he should defy 
the armies of the living God?" and with 
five gravel Btonee Bkillifully flung sent 
sprawling the bragging ten footer, his 
mouth into the dust and his heels into 
the air. 


My friends, what but such a consum- 
mation could be a fit climax to this cen- 
tuty? 
You notice a tendency in history 
and all about us to a climax. 
The crea- 
tion week rising from herbs to fish and 
from fish to bird and from bird to quad- 
ruped and from quadruped to immortal 
man. 
The New 'Testament rising from 
quiet- genealogical table in Matthew to 
apocalyptic 
doxology 
in 
Bevelation. 
Now, what can be an appropriate climax 
to this century, which has heard the 
puff of the first steamer and the throb of 
the first stethoscope and the click of the 
first telegraph and the clatter of the 
first 
sewing machine, and saw the flash 
of the first electric light and the revolu- 
tion of the first steam plow, and the law 
of storms was written, and the American 
Bible Society 
and 
American 
Tract 
Society were born; and instead 
of 
an 
audience laughing down Dr. Carey for 
advocating foreign missions, 
as 
was 
done at Northampton, in England in the 
last century, now 
all 
denominations 
vying with each other as to who shall go 
the furtherest and the soonest into the 
darkest of the New Hebrides; and three 
hundred thousand souls have been born 
to God in the South Sea islands, and 
Micronesia and Melanesia and Malayan 
Polynesia have been set in the crown of 
Christ, and David Livingstone has un- 
veiled Africa and the last bolted gate of 
barbaric nations has swung wide open to 
let the gospel in. 
What, I ask, with a 
thoiisand interrogation points uplifted, 
can be a fit, an appropriate and sufficient 
climax except it be a world redeemed? 


Yea, I believe it can be done if we get 
prepared for it, because the whole air 
and the whole Heaven is full of willing 
help. 
"Are they not all 
ministering 
spirits sent forth?" 
We make an aw- 
f u l mistake if we calculate only on the 
forces we can see. 
The mightiest army 
is in the air. 
My brethern, so much of 
selfishness and pride and rivalry 
and 
bad motives of all kinds get into our 
work here that we are hindered. 
But 
the mighty souls that have gone up to 
the flying armies of the sky have left all 
imperfection behind; 
and these souls 
are with us and without a fault and with 
perfect natures are on our side. 
You 
cannot make me believe that after toil- 
ing here for long years for the redemp- 
tion of the world until from exhaustion 
some of them fell into their graves they 
have ceased their interest in the 
stu- 


foreign Presbvterians', more especiallv 
pendous conflict now raging, or that 
—

Prime!

among these denominations after they 
are persuaded it can be done before the 
Nineteenth century is dead, and the last 
Hottentot, the last Turk, the last Japa-

the 
opening 
gate 
of

Twentieth century. 


Again, I feel the whole world can be 
saved in the time specified, because we 
have all manner of machinery requisite. 
It is not as though we had to build the 
printing presses; they are all built and 
running day and night, those printing 
religious papers (U25 of those religious 
papers in this country), those printing 
religious tracts .and those printing re- 
ligious books. 
And thousands of print- 
ing presses now in the service of the 
devil could be brought and set to work 
in tho service of God. 
Why was the 
printing press invented? 
To turn out 
billheads and circulars of patent medi- 
cines and tell the news which in three 
weeks will be of no importance? 
From 
the old time Franklin printing press on

victory?" 


Then let us take what remains of this 
decade to get ready for the final decade 
of the nineteenth century. 
You and I 


Adam and Eve now living, and if ench | may not live to see that decade or may 
person cannot read we can have a col- 
porteur, an evangelist or missionary to 
read it to him or her. 


But this brings me to the adjoining 
thought; namely, we have the money to 
do the work, 
I mean the fifty million 
of 
Christians have it. 
Aj-e,' the 
two 
million seven hundred and 
fifty-four 
thousand Christians have it; and 
the 
dam which is beginning to leak will 
soon break and there will be rushing 
floods of hundred 
and 
millions 
anc. 
billions of dollars in holy contribution 
when you persuade the wealthy men of 
the kingdom of God that the speedy 
conversion of the world is a possibility 
and that Isaiah and Ezekiel .and Daniel 
and St. John will not stand in the way 
of it but help it on. I have us sympathy 
with this bombardment 
of 
rich 
men. 
We would each one be worth five mill- 
ion dollars if 
wo could, and by 
hard 
persuasion might perhaps be induced to 
take 
fifteen 
million. 
Almost 
every 
paper I take up tells of some wealthy 
man who has endowed a college or built 
a church or a hospital or a free library, 
and that thing is going to multiply until 
the treasury of all our denominations 
!ind reformatory organizations will be 
.overwhelmed with munificence if 
we 
can persuade onr men of wealth that the 
world's evangelization is possible and 
that they may live to see it with their 
own eyes. 
l'have always cherished the 
idea that when the world is converted 
we would be allowed to come out on the 
battlements 
of 
Heaven and 
see the 
bannered procession and the bonfires of 
victory. 
But I would like to see the 
procession closer by and just be per- 
mitted myself to throw on a fagot for a 
bigger bonfire. 
And if you persuade 
our men of wealth that there is a possi- 
bility for them to join on earth in the 
universal glee of a redeemed 
planet, 
instead of laborious 
beseeching 
for 
funds and arguing find flattering in or- 
der to get a contribution for Christian 
objects our men of wealth will stand in 
line as at a postofBce window or a rail- 
'•nad ticket office, but in this case wält- 
ig their turn to make chairitable de- 
osit. 
The Gentiles are not long going 
allow themselves to be eclipsed by 
Mr. Hirsch, the Jew who has just si-ven 
forty million dollars 
for schools in 
France, Germany, and Bussia. 
I rejoice 
that so much of the wealth of the world 
is coming into the possession of Chris- 
tian men and women. 
And although 
the original church was very poer, and 
itsmembexe were flsh dealers on the 
hanks of Galilee, and had only such 
s t a k e n 
hand as they eeuld take in 
theit ewtt »et, to-da* tn the hands of 
an^ 
tkere 
is 


not live to see its close, but that shall 
not hinder me from declaring the mag- 
nificent possibility. 
I confess that the 
mistake of my life has been, not that I 
did not work hard—for I could have not 
worked harder and lived, as God knows 
and my family know—but that I have 
not worked under the realization that 
the salvation of this world was a nearbj- 
possibilitv. 
But whether we see it, the 
oeginning or the closing of that decade, 
is of no importance, if only that de- 
cade can get the coronation, and then 
all decades shall kneel before this en- 
throned 
decade, and 
even the 
gray 
grown centuries will cast their crowns 
before it and it will be the most honored 
decade 
between 
the time when 
the 
morning 
stars sang together 
as 
the 
libretto of worlds was opened and the 
time when the mighty angel, robed in 
cloud and garlanded in rainbow, shall 
with one foot on the sea and the other 
foot on the 
land swear by him that 
liveth forever and ever that time shall 
be no longer. 
Alleluia! 
Amen!

It Is the 
scribe's turn now. One by one our Lord's 
enemies came forward in this last 
at arms in the temple, each to be si 
discomfltud and put to shame.

Christ 
answers them with a series of parables that 
exalt tlie will of God as the ground of obe- 
dience. and the word ot God as the basis 
of authority, convicting his interlocutors of 
unfaithfulness to that will and disloyalty to 
that word.

Christ proves, to their con- 
fusion, that they "know not the Scriptures, 
neither the power ot God." And now. last 
of all. come the scribes and Pharisees. 
There is the same result. Presently we see 
them stanüiuK shame-faced Itfore him, 
"and no man Wiis abl» to a n s ^ r him a 
word." The defeat of the skeptic and the 
eaviler is complete. Why should we fear 
to-day? 


Which is the first commandment 
of allí 
The word was an echo from the vain and 
Truittess disputations of the day. What 
pie<-e of work-righteousness will count the 
most ? It is again the question of the young 
man: "What good thing shall I do?" There 
is tlie same encounter in these latter times. 
Mail's morality, so-called, sets itself over 
against the righteousnes-s, which is of God 
through faith. How shall the churches be 
made more "^^^efu^í " the papers are asking, 
unil M. J. Savage, of Boston, and Dr. 
Tliomas, of Chicago, and the Unitarians 
(we wrote it llrst, in sijinillcant inadvert- 
ence. riiifersalistii) 
of Cincinnati are re- 
plying in one breath: "Preach the divinity 
«I human natare," "The divineneas of the 
ru'-e." etc. Yes, the world still wishes to 
know how it mm whiten the sepulchre of 
this dead carnality a little more, and, dis- 
carding penitence" and confession, reach 
Heaven by a ladder of good works. How« 
can the church be made more "useful" to 
thisenu? Alas: that there should be any 
encouragement for such a tendency from 
church or pulpit.

"Go sell," says the ^.liaster interrupting 


the glib toncue of the young ruler, "give— 
and come follow me !" Righteousness is more 
than a matter of the law. It is downright, 
hearty, supreme, se If-forgetting love. Love 
the Lord thy God with all thy heart, soul, 
mind, strength. Love to God, such, love as 
is hero taught, complete, all embraoine^Jt_ 
what the world needs to-day. It is 
sivid, acting so that "the maxim of thy will 
may be the principle of a universal legis- 
lation." But who has ever been able to do? 
that who but One? If wo had no other 
proof of man's fall we should have it here 
when we compare human life, at its l>est. 
with this sweeping divine law. Some one 
once dellned total depravity to be simply 
and solely this, the complete failure of man 
to love God with all the heart. 
We need a 
Redeemer. 


Tlfou shalt love thy neighbor as 
thyself. 
Men do not seem to be much in love with 
themselves, according to this test—they 
love their neighbors so little. But the 
trouble is that the golden rule, of whJeh 
this is but another version, is not being ob- 
served to any great extent. There would 
be less oppression, less exaction, less dis- 
honesty. if men loved each other as tl\eT 
»hould. There would be more wages and 
more work put into the day. were there 
more neighbor-love in the business and 
social world. "What will you white-wash 
my barn for?" "Two dollars and a half a 
day, sah." "How much for the job?" "Well, 
take de white-wash and de wear and tear, 
dar's no money in it by the job." Our col- 
ored friend lets out a good-.*ized secret 
here. In ordinary commercial intercourse 
there are innumerable hedges reared to 
compel that which love itself ought to con- 
strain. Ah, love, true, disinterested love, is 
still a very rare commodity, 


lltou art not far from 
the Kinjdom 
of 
God. But there he stops; and it proves a 
long way off. A miss is as good (or as had) 
as a mile.

For the kingdom 
of righteousness is more than God's love, 
otherwise we would all be members thereof, 
for ho loves us all. God's love must l)e ac- 
cepted and responded to. Man must be 
brought to love in return. 
O how many 
there are just coming up to the borders of 
the kingdom and loolvlng in! In the con- 
gregation. in the Sunday-school class, what 
a multitude to-day to whom the Lord might 
say, "Thou art not far from the kingdom 
of God!" And yet the hardest to reach are 
these same inhabitants of the border. Truly 
the publicans and sinners enter ürst and it 
is, after all, tliose who are "far ofiT of whom 
we read that they are "made nigh by the 
blood of Christ" 
Keep awafy from the per- 
ilous border line. Draw near to enter but 
not to linger by the way, 
"Not far off" 
translates itself presently into "Depart, ye 
cursed." 


.\o man after that durst a^k him any more 
questions. 
It proved very dangerous work 
to assail the truth. It always does. Better 
leave it alone. When Lyman Beecher went 
from Litchfield to Boston, then the hot-bed

Veneer from Persian Walnut. 


French walnut is said li» be the cost- 


liest of nil cabinet woods. It does not 
come from France at all, but grows in 
Persia, Circassia, and A.sia Minor. To 
work the logs into veneers, they first 
stenm them until they nre almost ns 
soft ns butter, then fasten them to nn 


finc'ly tempered knife with a r'azor-like 
edge of the fr-iime length an the log. 
Every timn this beam turns around, t 
moves a fraction of nn inch nearer to 
the knife, and a thin sheet of wood is 
s mvrd off smoothly and laid on a pile 
on the iloor. These sheets nre 1-120 of 
nn inch in thickness, but frcrjiiecntly 
veneers nro made us thin as 175 to the 
inch. The veneers used on furniture 
are somewhat thicker, the thinner ones 
being used on picture frames. 
They 


are bucked up with paper before, being 
glued on. The latter are aim used to 
some extent for covering walls.

Dunngtho 
lirst day or two there IR n feeling of 
hiuguor nnd prostrwtioti, with pains in 
the back and limbs and sonic heniluche. 
Sntiseijiumtly there IH soreness of tho 
thro-.tt and itiigk-s uf tho jaw, together 
with difficulty in swallowing. As these 
symptoms iuerwiwj there is myro or 
less chilliness, followed by fevor, uud 
soon the fauces nre seen to be red aiitl 
swollen, the tousls and nvttla nre 
enlargx'd and covered with the diptheritio 
deposit. 
The presence of this "faleo 


membnine" always clearly defines the 
disease. 
Occasionally many of these 


Kymptums are wanting, aim the first 
indication that anything is wrong a 
well defined appearance of the disease. 
Bueh u:ises are usually of a more malig- 
nant type and consequently more apt 
to fie fatal. The duration is from seven 
to fourteen dnys, nlthoiigh severe cases 
may have a fuhil ter mi tuition in from 
fortr-t'ight hours to fonr davs.

The Common House Fly. 


Tho common house fly ie 0110 of the - 


most widely distributed insets, and yet 
very littfo known of its- life history. 
Professor Packard, in his great work, 
"Guide to the Study of Insects," SITS- 
"No one hits traced the transformations 
of this fly in this country-" Figtiier,.m 
his mnguificent illustrated work, "Tlie 
Insect World," after briefly describing 
the house fly, says: "Every one knows 
how annoying it is toward the end of 
summer, and especially so in the south 
Of Franco during thu hot season." But 
10 gives no information in regard to its 
habits, where it breeds and lives in the 
larva, or grub state. Wo have also con- 
sulted a large number of entomological 
works published in this country in re- 
cent years without diKWveringaiiy addi- 
tional information in regard to the life 
history of the house fly. It is supposed, 
imvever, that the females deposit their 
t-ggs in nil kinds of decaying vegetable 
nrnl 
animal substances, where- they 


hatch, ami tho grubs feed until they aro 
tmiiNfomiud into redd Mi-brown pupte, 
from which the perfect flies itwuo during 
tlio warm weather in summer and nti- • 
tiimu. Whether tho eggs laiil late in 
tho season puss the winter safely ontfter 
becoming grubs remniu half or wholly 
dormant until spring in at present un- 
known. But as honiw flies arc found in 
their iwrfeut suite in houses and other 
buildings during tho winter, it may bo 
thnt thu entire miuimcr broods, aro tho 
progeny of these few individual carried 
over from ono season to tho next. — Sea 
Y'irk Ktm:

Belle's intentions were to com- 
lence tho publication of her journal 
ibout tlus time, but death prevented 
ler personally giving to the world the 
ocords of the strangest and most no- 
orious woman of tho present century.

The untimely death of Capt. F. W. 


Dinvson, editor of tho Charleston, (S. 
C.) Aeiiw ami Courier, at tho hands of 
Dr. T. B. McDow, of that city, removes 
from the field of Southern journalism 
ouo of its shining lights— a man who 
was popular, not merely in a social 
sense, but, with his "large, progressive 
ideas and marvelous energy, one who in 
his work and person was a type of tho 
New South. 


Capt. Dawson was, like many gener- 


ous men, hot headed and impetuous — 
sometimes imperious. 
Men of strong 


executive ability rarely brook opposi- 
tion, and he was one of them. An in- 
cident illustrates this trait in his char- 
acter, and it has a bearing upon what 
has been written. In the early days ol 
reconstruction a paper was established 
in Charleston known as The Iteiwbli-' 
can. 
Its editor; Myron Fox, had grad- 


uated from the New York Tribune, and 
was as bravo ns he was brainy. He re- 
alized that he wits a "stranger in a 
strange land," yefc with a conscience 
alive to the issues of the hour.ho fought 
on against desperate odds. Among his 
bitterest antagonists was Capt. Dawson, 
then just beginning to edit the Charles- 
ton News. 
Between the two men it 


was every day "give and take." 
At 


last something was said in The Repub- 
lican that provoked Dawson to more 
than usual wrath, and with cane in 
hand he went to the oftending editor to 
demand thnt he should either apologize 
or take a whipping. 
Tho Kejiublivan 


man, on the occasion of the call, was 
sitting at liis desk writing an editorial. 
When he saw the threatening stick he 
coolly told Dawsou to put it down or he 
would throw him out of tho -window. 
In a second more the two men were 
clinched. Tho stout young Northerner, 
lifting Ins visitor from tho • iloor with as 
much ease as an 
athlete baudlcst a 


dumb-bell, carried the Captain where 
he said he would — to thu window — and 
remarked : "I don't want you to apol- 
ogize, and I don't want to drop you ; but 
will you stop quarreling?" There was 
so much determination in the -words 
and method of tho man that Dawson 
quietly said "Yes," apologized like the 
gentleman bo was, and thereafter the

I found out, nidod by a 
professor iu mathematics, thnt wo did 
not imcd anything liko such a number of 
workers enlisted. Yon sao it is simply 
a question of 
muthemntics

geometrical progression. Then £ gave 
to tho Icnrnod professor this problem: 
How ninny persons would it require to 
start with if ench ono brought n soul 
into the kingdom each y oar f ot ton years 
nnd each ono brought another each suc- 
ceeding yonr, tu order twnnvo fourteen 
hundred million poopUl saved 01 tbo 
population of tho earth if present? H s 
-nswor was two million *"r>, hundrod 
fd fifty-four thoMud nnree hundred 


* seventy- ft Y« frorkmt. So you ieo 


that when I sifted the five hundred 
million nominal Christians of thu earth 
<towu to fifty million aud stopped there, 
I retained for this work fortv-soreu 
million people ton immv. Thoro" it is u 
glorious mathematics, quotl ornt demon- 
strandum. Do you toll mo thnt God 
does iiot caro for mathematics? Then 
vou havo never seen tho Giant's Cnuso- 
w,iy where God shows His regard for tho 


columns with six sides nud six angles. 
Then you jinvo uot studied tbo geom- 
etry of n beo's honeycomb with BIX sides 
and sis nugles. Then you havo uot 
noticed wbut re yard God bus for the 
square; tbe nltnr of tbo ancient tabor- 
unclo four square, the breastplate four 
square, tho court of the tcmplo in 
Ezekiel's vision four square, tbo Now 


invo not uotk-ud His regard for the cir- 
cle by making it Histhrone, "sitting on 
tbo circle of tbe earth," aud fashioning 
sun nnd moon nud stars in a circle and 
tbo wbole universe sweepiugaiouud the 
throne of God in n circle. Anil ns to 
His regard for mathematical numbers 
He makes tbe fourth book in His Bible 
the Book of Numbcis, and numbers tbe 
hosts of Israel uud numbers tbo troops 
of Sennacherib nnd numbers Solomon's 


spearmen, and numbers' fuu footmen and 
numbers tbo converts »t 1'outecost nnd 
numbers the chariots of God rolling 
down tho stops of Heaven. So I have u 
right to enlist mathematics for tho de- 
monstration of tl.o easy possibility of 
bringing tbo whole world tu God in tbe 
coming t'tecado by simple process of 
Golicitatlou, each oue only having to 
bring one n year; althong'h I waut to 
tnko iii forty thousand ami I kuow men 
now nlivo who Ithiuk, by pen or voice, 
or both, directly or indirectly, will tnke 
hundreds of thousands each. So you 
see tbnt that will discharge some of tbo 
2,751,375 from the necessity of taking 
any. 


Another reason why I kuow it can be 


dono is tbat we may divide the work up 
among tiio denominations. God does 
not ask nny ouo denomination to do the 
work or any dozen denominations. The 
work cnu be divided nud is being divided 
up, uot geographically but according to 
tbe temperaments of tbo human family. 
We cannot say to ouo denomination. 
You tnke Persia, and another, You take 
China, itad another, You tnke India, be- 
cause there nro ull styles !of tempera- 
ments in all nations. Aud some denomi- 
nations arc especially adapted to work 
with people of sanguine temperament or 
phlegmatic 
temperament or choleric 


nervous temperament or Ivmpbatic tem- 
Seramcut. The Episcopal Church will 


o its most effective work with those 


who by tnBto prefer tho stittclv and 
ritualistic. Tbo Methodist Church will 
do Us best work nmpiig tbe emotional 
and demonstrative. Tho Presbyterian 
Church will do its best work among 
those who liku strong doctrine nnd the 
stately Hen-ice softened by tbo emo- 
tion., I. So cnch denomination will h:ivo 
certain kinds of peoplo whom it will 
especially effect. So let tho work bo 
divided up. There nro tbo seven hun- 
dred nud fiftv thousand Christiana of 
tho Prcsbyturiau Church, north, nnd 
other hundreds of thousands iu tho 
1'refltrytcrian Church, south, nnd nl 
foreign I'rcubvtorisins, more especially 
Scotch, English, nnd Irish, unking. I 
guess, about two million Presbyterians; 
tho Methodist Church is still Inrgor; 
tho church of Euglnudon both Bides the 
sea still larger; nnd ninny otlicr denomi- 
nation* us much, if not moro, conse- 
crated than nny I have mentioned, Di-

Again, I fool tbo whole world cnn bo

It in not im though wo bnd tu build tho 
printing presses; they are all built nud 
running day au<l night, those printing 
religious papers (D2J> of tho*o religious 
papers iu this country), those printing 
religions tracts .and (hone printing re- 
ligions books. And thousands of print- 
ing presses now iu tho service of tlio 
devil could bo brought nnd sot to work 
in tin xorvico of God. Why wns tho 
printing press Invented? To turn ont 
billhendit nud circulars of patent modi- 
cllios nud tell tho news which in throe 
weeks will bo of 110 importance? From 
the old time Frnuklln printing preen ou 
up to tho Lord Htanhopc's press nud the 
Washington pr«nH aud tbo Victory pros* 
to Hoo's perfecting printing press, that 
machine has boon improving for its best 
work nnd its nunl work, namely, the 
publication of the glad tidings ot grent 
ioywbicbshi.ll bo to nil people. Wo 
Lave tbe presses, or cnn havo thorn be- 
fore tho lirst of January when tbo now 
decade In to begin, to put n Bible in the 
hand of every won nud daughter of 
AdnmnndEvo now living, nud if such

porteur, nn evangelist or missionary to 
rend it to him or her.

Isow, what can be nn appropriate climax 
to this coutury. wbich hns heard tho 
pnlT of tbe first steamer aud tbe throb of 
the first stethoscope nud the click of tbo 
tirat telegraph and tho clatter of the 
lirst sowing machine, and saw the flash 
of the first electric light and tho revolu- 
tion of tbe firut steam plow, and the law 
of storms wns written, and the American 
Bible Society and 
American 
Tract 


Society were born; nnd instead of an 
audience laughing down Dr. Carey for 
advocating foreign missions, us was 
douo at Northampton, in England iu the 
lust century, now nil denominations 
vying with each other »s to who shall go 
tbo furtherest nnd the soonest into the 
darkest of the New Hebrides; and tliroo 
hundred thousand souls Lave been born 
to God iu tho South Sun islands, nud 
Micronesia and Melanesia and Malayan 
Polynesia have been set in tho crown of 
Christ, aud David Livingstone has un- 
veiled Africa aud tbo lust bolted gate of 
bnrbaric nations bns fiwnng wide open to 
let the gospel in. What, I ask, witb a 
thousand interrogation points uplifted, 
can be n fit, an appropriate and sufficient 
cliuiux except it be a world redeemed? 


Yea, I believo it can. be done if wo qet 


prepared for it. because tho wbole nir 
nud the whole Heaven is full of willing 
help. "Are they not nil ministering 
spirits sent forth?" We make an aw- 
ful mistake if wo calculate only on tho 
forces we cnn BOO. Tho mightiest army 
is iu the nir. My brctliern, so much of 
selfishucss nnd pride nnd rivalry nud 
bad motives of nil kinds get iuto onr 
work hero that wo nro hindered. But 
tho miglitv souls that havo gone up to 
tho flying armies of tho sky bnve left nil 
imperfection behind; nud those souls 
aro with us nnd without a fault and with 
lerfect natures nre on our side. You 
cannot make mo believe that after toil- 
Ug hero for loug ycnrs for the redemp- 
tion of tho world uutil from exhaustion 
KOIUC of them fell iulo their graves they 
uuve censed their interest iu tho stu- 
pendous conlliut now raging, or thnt 
they arc going to decline their help.
